'PFENINGER WRITES A LETTER 


He Makes An Explanation of the 
Disturbance in Birmingham in 
Nashville Game. 

Umpire Pfeninger has at last come out 
' with a statement concerning the recent 
| disturbance over in Birmingham caused

It was said at the time that Accorsini,

umpire. Anyway, the Birmingham play- 
er said that such was the cause of his 
' strike out and the people in Barontown 
made it warm for the umpire for a4 

short-time. : 

The umpires’ letter to Kavanaugh is as 
follows: 

“Birmingham protested the game of 
July 6. It was sprinkling and because 
Nashville was one run ahead Captain 
Vaughan wanted me to call the game. It 
was then not raining hard enough for 
the crowd to leave the bleachers, but 
later a hard shower came up and time 
was called. To me it appeared as if Bir- 
mingham players did not want to finish 
‘the game. When ft stopped raining I 
told Captain Vaughan resume play, 
but he said he was going to protest the 
| game because the time limit was up, In 
my opinion it was not. 

“The people in the stand were erying
